Shortly afterward a 
young lieutenant named Schad, tipsy at the time, 
rode down a group of children. Arrests followed— 
arrests, that is, of onlookers. Two days later some

eseaped. The soldiers then arrested everybody in 
sight. On the fourth day following Forstner was 
| heated by some children. He ordered them seized. 
but his men let them get away and brought back 
as the sole fruit of their expedition a lame cobbler.

But that did not stop the war, 
which continued for several months 
afterwards, while he was in gilded cap- 
tivity im the palace of Wilhelmshohe, 
where his uncle, Jerome Bonaparte, 
after abandoning his American wife, 
had held court as king of Westphalia. 

In the war of 1866, between Prussia on 
the one side and Austria and a number 
of the non-Prussian sjates of Germany 
on the other, the sovereign Prince Elec- 
tor of Hesse-Cassel was taken’ prisoner 
by the Prussians and kept in captivity 
until the end of the war, when, after 
dethronement, he was allowed to leave 
Germany and to take up his residence 
in Austria.

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 23.—The mighty 
power that stands above powers in Rus- 
Sia, that is hated and feared by all re-

ing to Russia and the world its deter- 
mination to save the Russian revolu- 
tion. 

Its latest declaration of principles and 
purposes contains nothing new, but it 


has significance from the fact that in 


this critical hour this power boldly re- 
affirms its extensive program of social 
and political reform and insists that its 
nine demands, beginning with the proc- 
lamation of a democratic republic and 
ending with the abolition of class privi- 
leges, are definite and peremptory. 

It no longer sugars the pill it proposes 
to administer to reaction, and the fact 
that it ceases to plead with the bour- 
geoisie to come over to its side indicates 
sis it feels new strength. 
It is against further efforts at forming 
coalition cabinets. It demands the as- 
sumption of the government by the rep- 
resentatives of the proletariats and 
peasants. It demands the confiscation 
of land and the nationalization of the 


Secret Treaties. . 

It comes out emphatically against that 
curse of Europe—secret treaties. It 
wishes all repressive measures and 
death sentences abolished, and wants 
the Finnish and Ukraine questions 
faced in a manly way. It says that 
the duma must be dissolved and @ con- 
stitutional assembly immediately called.

MUSHROOM CULTURE. 
USHROUMS and truffies contain 
about the same proportion of 
nutriment as skim milk and are 
Bo delectable, whether boiled, 


fried, broiled, or baked, that one mar- 
vels at the relatively small quantities 
used. 

But the gathering of wi:d mushrooms 
cannot be recommended without specific 
knowledge and training. Silver spoon 
and peeling tests are based entirely on 
superstition; the number of gills and 
the presence or absence of insects have 
no relation whatever to the edibility of 
the fungi. The poisonous kinds resem- 
ble one or another of the edible so 
closely that no amateur should trust 
his judgment in the matter. Nor can 
the poison be eliminated by boiling in 
salt or by any other of the methods 
born of ignorance. ee 

The only safe way is tb use mush-. 
rooms or truffles grown from the pure 
cultures of commercial spawn and to 
avoid anything of unusual appearance 
or of which we lack absolute knowledge. 

These may be grown in any dark, 
frost free place, such as a cellar er 
basement or uncer a greenhouse -bench. 
If such a place is lacking, even the 
spaces between shrubbery on a shaded 
side of the house may be utilized. In

Loutsville, Ky., Sept. 23.— The body of 


Mrs. Robert Worth Bingham, formerly 
Mrs. Henry M. Flagler, widow of the 
Standard Oil and railway magnate, was 
exhumed secretly at Wilmington, N. C., 
shortly after midnight last Tuesday at 
the instance of Mrs. Bingham's relatives. 
An autopsy was performed, some of the 
vitay organs removed and sent to New 
York, and the body presumably rein- 
terred, according to a statement given 
out here tonight by attorneys for Judge 
Bingham. | 


$5,000,000 at Stake. 

Mrs. Bingham died in Louisville July 
27 last. The death certificate gave myo- 
carditis as the cause. 

Mrs, Bingham left an estate having an 
estimated value of over $70,000,000, the 
greater part of which her will gave to 
members of her family. <A codicil to the 
will executed about a month before 
her death bequeathed $5,000,000 to Judge 
Bingham. It has been indicated that this 
codicil would be contested and the ex- 
huming of the body is believed to have 
been decided upon as a move in the 
proposed suit. | 


Bingham’s Statement. 

The text of the statement by Judge 
Bingham, who formerly was mayor of 
Louisville, follows: | 

“On Friday morning last [Sept. 21] 
the press was full ot rumors to the effect 
that the body of the late Mrs. Robert 
Worth Bingham was to be disinterred. 
Her grave is in the cemetery at Wil- 
mington, N. C. | 

Neither Judge Bingham nor any of 
his friends knew anything whatever 
about the matter, and the same is true 
of Helm Bruce, counsel for the executors 
and legatees under Mrs. Bingham’s will. 
The dispatches stated that the health 
officer of Wilmington would make no 
statement and would not even affirm or 
deny that he had granted any permit for 
disinterment. It was further stated that 
the collateral relations of Mrs. Bingham 
had put a guard over her grave. 


Autopsy Performed. 

“On Saturday a friend of Judge Bing- 
ham was in Wilmington to ascertain ex- 
actly the condition of affairs. It now 
appears that at 3 o’clock on last Tues- 
day morning (Sept.. 18) the disinter- 
ment took place; that an autopsy was 
performed in the presence of William 
J. Burns and several physicians; that 
vital parts of the body were removed, 
and that these parts were turned over 
to some one and taken to New York.
